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Backcountry campfires are 
prohibited June 1 – Oct. 15 
unless otherwise noted. 
Collecting firewood and 
building a campfire are 
prohibited; use a fire pan. 

Park trails are remote with 
no cell coverage and limited 
emergency services. Carry 
plenty of water. 

Hunting is allowed outside the 
developed area.

Backcountry camping is 
allowed beyond 1 mile from 
any park trailhead.

Boating requires a John Day 
Boater Pass. 

Cougars, ticks, and 
rattlesnakes live here. Be 
aware of your surroundings.

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Sage Knob Trail     0.2 mile
2’ wide; natural surface with a steep incline

Sage Steppe Trail     0.7 miles
3’ wide; packed gravel with minor elevation gain

Willow Flats Trail     0.7 miles
3’ wide; flat with packed gravel
